Subject

The power and flow of 
this river can hardly he readied by 
the ordinary person ami there aie un- 
limited possibilities of developing the 
hydro power in connection with this. 

Dr. MnriiPs su hi that, there were 
Hire" main problem* In Ibis river to 
be of Importance to engineers. First 
Hie problem of developing power from 
the falls above Montreal, second the 
keeping open of the deep waterways 
for navigation, and the Idea, of making 
it possible for Meuniers in go right 
through the Si. Liwrencc lo Chicago, 
if the channel could he kepi upon 
Montreal would become th.! winter 
port of (lie Dominion and this would 
naturally increase the prosperity of 
this city.

Mr. Bnnniè'n long experience ns n 
Roodctln engineer enables bin) to elu- 
cidate, what is generally regarded as 
n highly technical subject, Wltlt aelnrl- 
ty and aptness of illustration that ren- 
ders IiIh subject In new light nnd of 
fascinating Interest. This Wits in- 
stanced by his presentation of the sub- 
ject, "Errors of Astronomical Obser- 
vations due to the defection of tho 
Plumb Line." 

Mr. Bannie, lu acknowledging his 
pleasure in accepting an invitation to 
address the class, and extending the 
goodtvill of tho Geodetic Survey of 
Canada to the cltiss members, nemo of 
whom may eventually be recruited Into 
the geodetic staff, gave a fèVlèW of the 
function of such a survey in establish- 
ing the control points throughout 
Canada for the lesser ahd fragmen- 
tary surveys, and defined the natttrO of 
the geographic co-ordinates ot these 
points. The falacy of accèptihg fis 
controls the astronomical positions, no 
matter how inherently accurate, was 
clearly illustrated. Thé law of attrac- 
tion of niasses was cited and its ap- 
plication to the defleCtloh of the 
plumb line through the local irregu- 
larities of topography and densities ex- 
plained. The effects on astronomical 
determinations Of lntltudc, longitude, 
and azimuth, of the various déficelions 
of ihe vertical nnd horizontal were 
strikingly illustrated by ri. few simple 
figurés. 

"While a tew seconds of arc may not 
appear much, the distances on the 
earth's surface arising betweoni the 
Ironomical and geodetic positions, 
when expressed in feet, bring the mat- 
ter more clearly home and concrete 
examples were gtv.on-. Thus, the as- 
tronomical position of Cap-Chat, oh 
the Dower St. Lawrence River, Was 
found nearly .',000 feet .out in .a 
northerly direction and .1.500 feet 
easterly. At Tadousac, tho departure 
of the astronomic from Ihe geodetic 
position amount to nearly 700 feet t6- 
wards tho southeast and, at Pother 
Point, nearly opposite", there is a de- 
flection of 500 feet in an opposite 6r 
more westerly direction. 

Valuable information thus for ISO- 
static investigations is apparently bè- 
ing added but the uncertainty of ac- 
cepting any control other than 'hat 
carried from tho accepted North 
American Datum through the triangu- 
lation is apparent. 

Mr. Bannie, however, dl.l '.tot 
minimize the past and present, useful- 
ness of the astronomic positions for 
larae scale maps. Often no other was 
available. Hy developing the Laplaee 
Equation, the remédiai effect on tho 
accumulating twist of ah extended 
triangulation by tho insertion of it. 
Laplace station (co-Incident geodetic, 
and astronomic longitude and azimuth 
station) was shown. 

The period prove ail loo brief fnf 
the discussion of many interesting 
points and closod with hciirly appiatisc 
for the speaker, who assured Pror. 
Weir and thé students, that both Mi', 
pgilvle, the .Superintendent, of the 
Geodetic Survey, and himself, woulc 
be glad of again having one ot their 
stuff meet the class.
